Pursuant to regulation 32 of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Regulations 1994 the film 
poster entitled: 

Pussyman's Flouse Party 

is Not Approved. 


if approval refused, the reasons for the decision: 

The video slick Pussyman's House Party is not approved. If it were submitted under si 3(1) of the 
Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993, (the FVPC Act) it would be classified as 
objectionable, due to the strength of the degrading and dehumanising elements. 

The primary focus of the slick is on the depiction of a bevy of females in a large photograph on the 
front cover and on the depiction of explicit sexual activity on the back cover. The starbursts used 
to obscure and partially obscure the genitals draw attention to the nature of the activity taking 
place. In these images bare female breasts and flesh predominate. The imagery suggests female 
sexual availability and intense engagement in sexual activity. The text heightens the degrading 
tone already strongly present in the visual imagery. It expresses generalized sentiments which do 
not allow females the choice and dignity of being able to say 'no' to sexual activity. The above 
presentation degrades, dehumanises and demeans the female participants. 

Consideration has been given to the provisions of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (the 
NZBR Act). Flowever, given the strength of the degrading and dehumanising elements in the 
visual imagery, which are reinforced by the text, the video slick would be likely to be found 
objectionable if the publication were submitted under si 3(1) of the FVPC Act. The likely injury to 
the public good is considered to outweigh the rights and freedoms set out in si 4 of the NZBR Act.
